Our brother asks, 


why is it not just as necessary 
to keep the Sabbath as they did 
from the standpoint of the com- 
mandments of the Old Testa- 
ment?” 


I am sure that this brother 


isn’t trying to establish the 
seventh day Sabbath doctrine, 
but only trying to show that we 
just as well keep the seventh 
day Sabbath as to pay tithes, as 
he seems to think that we must 
go to the Old Testament for 
both. 

To this 1 will state that the 
evidence seems to be clear from 
both the Old and New Testa- 
ments that the seventh day 
Sabbath was for the Jews only 
and disannulled by the bringing 
in the new dispensation, a new 
order of things. The Bible as 
well as history shows that the 
disciples recognized a new or- 
der, from the-fact that they ever 
after the resurrection met for 
worship on the first day of the 
week, and the Lord honored this 
day by sending the great out- 
pour of the Holy Ghost on this 
special day, the first day of the 
week. 


Now as to disannulling the 
tithing subject there isn’t any 
hint whatever in the Bible or 
history of such a thing, but Je- 
sus rather approved paying 
tithes as found in Matt. 23:23, 
which says, ‘‘Woe unto you, 
scribes and Pharisees, hypo- 
crites! for ye pay tithe of mint 
and anise and cummin, and 
have omitted the weightier mat- 
ters of the law, judgment, mer- 
cy, and faith: these ought ye to 
have done, and not to leave the 
other undone. Luke makes the 
statement say “pass over judg- 
ment and the .love of God,” 
while Matthew says, ‘ye have 
omitted the weightier matters.” 

The statement would be like 
this with both renderings, “Ye 
omit or pass over the weightier 
matters,judgment, (justice Syr), 
love, faith and mercy.” Jesus 
said these things they should 
have done and to not leave the 
other undone. These things 
have reference to the Christian 
religion, the other has reference 
to paying tithes. 

“God is love,” then in order to 
have genuime love we must have 
God within us. It also takes 
God within us in order that we 
exercise faith and be as merci- 
ful as we should. So I say 
again Jesus was not so much 
holding up the law, but the 
Christian religion, and in this 
He has shown that those having 
these Christian graces should 
also carry along with them this 
“other grace” as Paul calls it, 
paying tithes. 2 Cor. 8:6. 

Now 1 consider that instead 
of this pillar being blown down 
BY a wind of doctrine it surely 
stands as a monument to the 
tithing subject as taught in the 
Old Testament, and carried over 
into the New.

“I say an ordinary man .ever 
would have been able for these 
things. Verse 7 says, “Without 
all contradiction the less is 
blessed of the better.” Was this 
a Gentile king and better than 
Abraham? I say “no.” No 
king of this earth could ever 
compare with the father of the 
faithful. So this Melchisedec 
was some great one. Well who 
is this great one? Hebrews 7:1 
says that he was the king of 
Salem. Also the priest of tne 
most high God. Verse 2 sa7s. 
on being interpreted meant the 
“King of righteousness.” Could 
a Gentile king be the King cf 
righteousness? No, none bt 
Jesus could answer to this. It 
further said, He is the “king cf 
peace.” Who is the king cf 
peace but Jesus? Now the 
writer of Hebrews_says at verse 
4, “Now consider how great this 
man was unto whom even the 
patriarch Abraham gave a tenth 
of the spoil.” 

Reader, do you get a glimpse 
of the greatness of this man?
